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Public  Health  Department. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  report  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1959. 

There  was  no  undue  incidence  of  illness  in  the 
Urban  District  during  the  year.  Measles  was  the  only 
notifiable  disease  of  which  any  appreciable  number  of 
cases  occurred  (155)  and  these  reflected  a  general 
outbreak  in  the  Fylde  Division  as  a  whole.  The  only 
other  notifiable  infections  were  whooping  Cough  (12) 
and  Scarlet  Fever  (11).  With  the  Whooping  Cough 
prophylactic  now  being  given  in  combination  with  that 
for  Diiitheria  to  a  good  proportion  of  babies,  there 
aro  in  these  days  not  only  fewer  cases,  but  where  those 
occur  in  those  who  have  had  the  injection,  they  are  of 
a  mild  nature.  Scarlet  Fever  also  is  not  the  disease  it 
was  in  the  early  part  of  the  century  and  it  is  now  but 
rarely  hospitalised. 

The  Death  Pate  in  the  district  was  14.5  per  thousand 
population,  the  highest  for  several  years  and  the  actual 
deaths  were  145  and  of  these  121  were  over  55  years  old; 

86  over  65  years  old.  This  does  not  to  me  signify  any 
failure  in  the  state  of  the  public  health  but  that 
rather  more  than  average  of  our  older  age  group  died 
during  the  year. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  dropped  in  1959  from 
34.7  per  thousand  live  births  to  28,6.  This  is  the  best 
for  the  past  three  years  but  remains  higher  than  22  which 
is  the  average  for  England  and  Wales.  The  actual  number 
of  deaths  under  one  year  was  five  -  in  fact  all  these 
occurred  under  six  weeks  old  and  four  of  the  fivo  under 
one  week  old. 

The  causes  were i ~ 

Asphyxia  due  to  inhalation  of  vomit  -  lease  at  40 

days. 

Atelectasis  (failure  of  the  lungs  to  expand  properly) 

-  2cases  at  2  and  5  days. 

Heart  Failure  -  1  case  at  2  days. 

Asphyxia  -  1  case  at  45  minutes  (The  cause  of 
asphyxia  in  this  case  is  not  stated,  it  may  have  been 
another  instance  of  atelectasis. 

In  the  last  four  cases  the  spark  of  life  can  only 
have  been  feeble  from  the  beginning. 

No  deaths  of  mothers  in  childbirth  are  recorded. 
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No  new  cases  ox  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified, 
during  the  year  although  one  death  took  place  from  that 
disease. 

Notable  events  of  1959  were  the  opening  of  the  long 
awaited  School  and  Child  Welfare  clinic  which  has  given 
better  accommodation  for  existing  Services  and  allowed  of 
dental  and  ante-natal  sessions  being  conducted  within  the 
Poulton  area  ;  and  secondly  the  opening  of  the  new  pumping 
station  at  Skippool  which  should  go  a  long  way  to  giving- 
relief  to  the  surcharging  of  the  sewer.  Laying  of  further 
new  sewers  which  are  envisaged  should  finalise  this. 

In  conclusion  I  would  again  record  my  indebtedness  to 
Mr.  Lofthouse  for  his  hard  and  faithful  work  for  the  Health 
Department,  and  also  extend  my  thanks  to  you  Mr.  Chairman, 
the  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  Mr,  Senior  for  his 
interest  and  support.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Fylde  Water  Board,  of  which  Poult on~le-Fylde 
is  a  constituent  authority,  provides  a  plentiful  and 
excellent  supply  of  water  from  their  gathering  grounds 
at  Grisedale  and  Stocks. 

During  1959,  new  connections  were  made  to  343  new 
houses,  from  public  mains  supply. 

A  total  of  4255  houses  was  supplied  from  public  mains 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Only  one  house  in  the  town  obtains  water  from  a 
private  supply. 


HOUSING  CONDITIONS 

The  standard  of  housing  in  the  town  is  good,  the 
district  having  a  high  proportion  of  new  properties. 

A  number  of  the  older  houses  are  unfit  and  will  require 
attention  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

The  majority  of  minor  housing  defects  discovered 
were  remedied  by  informal  action. 


Overcrowding 

Some  overcrowding  of  dwellings  occurred  in  the  district 
and  the  Council  relieved  1  case  during  1939. 

The  principal  cause  appeared  to  be  young  married 
families  living  with  their  parents. 

Approximately  100  applicants  were  on  the  waiting  list 
for  Council  Houses;  two  thirds  of  these  were  for  2  or  3 
bedroom  houses;  and  one  third  for  bungalows. 

Private  Building 

During  the  year,  344  houses  and  4  flats  were-  erected, 
avoid  more  families  from  outside  areas  became  resident  in 
Poult on-le -Fylde .

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  report 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  year  1959. 

The  year  proved  to  he  an  exceptionally  "busy 
period  and  many  tasks  of  importance  and  interest 
were  carried  out*  The  inspection  of  meat  at  the 
two  private  slaughterhouses  once  again  occupied 
much  time  and  in  order  to  ensure  that  every  animal 
passing  through  the  slaughterhouses  was  inspected 
it  was  necessary  to  he  in  attendance  every  Saturday 
and  Sunday. 

The  shack  settlement  inthe  Normoss  area  came 
under  review,  and  a  number  of  these  suh  -  standard 
dwellings  were  represented  as  unfit,  the  Council 
made  Demolition  Orders  and  during  the  year  six 
shacks  were  demolished,  this  work  is  continuing* 

During  the  earlier  part  of  1959  reports  were 
received  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
that  milk  herds  at  two  of  our  farms  were  infected  with 
the  Brucella  Abortus  organism,  immediate  and 
repetitive  sampling  of  milk  from  individual  cows 
was  undertaken,  resulting  in  milk  from  the  infeoted 
cows  being  withdrawn  from  tho  retail  trade. 


In  June  functions  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals 
(Waste  Food)  Order  1957  were  delegated  to  the  Council 
by  the  Lancashire  County  Council, 

My  thanks  are  tendered  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  his  interest  and  assistance  in 
all  Public  Health  matters,  to  members  of  the 
Committee  for  support  throughout  the  year,  and  to 
Dr,  C.  Robertson  Wilson  for  unfailing  encouragement.

A  weekly  refuse  collection  service  was  in  operation, 
refuse  being  collected  by  one  vehicle  working  full  time,  and 
by  a  second  vehicle  working  2  days  per  week.  The  refuse  was 
disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Skippool  Marsh. 

Salvage  in  the  form  of  waste  paper,  cardboard,  metals 
and  rags  was  also  collected  and  sold. 

During  1 959  an  average  of  4454  dustbins  were  emptied 
every  week,  the  total  weight  of  refuse  collected  being 
approximately  4900  tons,  for  the  year.
